IN THIRTEEN HOURS.

What Dr. Alexander Q. Bell Has to
Say About the Flight.

(Special to The Bulletin.)
Washington D. C July 3. The pos-

sibility of a trans-Atlant- lo ocean
flight In a heavier-than-a- ir machine
in 13 hours ia pointed out in a com-
munication to the National Geographic
society at Washington. D. C from Dr.
Alexander Graham Bell, inventor of
the telephone and former president of
the society.

"The distance from Newfoundland
to Ireland is less than 2,000 miles,"
says Dr. Bell. "This means that if
you go at 100 miles an hour you will
cross the Atlantic in 20 hours less
than a day. We have flying machines
that go at a greater speed than that.
We already have machines that could
cross the engine if their engines can
keep going for .20 hours. Of course.
